San Francisco, Cal., Febniary 14— Yellow 
Tail will be entered in the American Derby. 
Tim Mnrpby baa been framed off from the Oak- 
land track for not snbstantiating his chargee 
against jockey Jenkins in connection with 
the Connt Hubert race. “Long Shot” Con 
ley has been indefinitely snepended and 
bookmaker Joe Bose warned off from the Oak- 
land track as a resnlt of an investigation of 
Red Pirate's racing. The Oakland officials 
have refused to reinstate Cash Sloan ar jockey 
Coburn. Charles Boots bad Bemas shot today. 



TKLLOW TAIL’S RACK. 



It was only a neck, but it was enough. With 
tboosands yelling his name in frantic en- 
couragement, and thonsands more silently root- 
ing for him. Yellow Tail struggled home in 
front of two as gallant colts as ever tiod a 
track. 

Never has there been so much enthusiasm 
over a race in California. The only cool man 
on the course was Spencer, the “Iceman,” who 
rode the winner. Sitting like a statue on the 
big chestnut, he let him run the last eighth on 
his courage. Yellow Tail was tiring at every 
jump, but he kept bravely at it, and be won. 

Then the thousands who bad bet on him 
were joined by the other thousands who had 
lost on him in one rear of cheers. The winners 
forgot how unchtbey bad won; the losers for- 
got they had lost in the enthusiasm his victory 
aroused. 

But perhaps the applause was not all for the 
successful horse. The two colti that finished 
at bis sac die skirts after straining aad strug- 
gling for the victory that was bis were not dis 
graced by their failure. In another jump or 
two Advance Guard might have won. If Brode 
had not chased Yellow Tail his number might 
have been hung out. 

The race goers of California have an affec 
tion for Yellow Tail. He was bred in this state 
while the colts he beat are from the east. It 
was for a Californian the people were shouting 
and one that was winning. It was the ap 
planaa aroused by the knowledge that one mere 



champion bad appeared to earn honor for the 
state. 

They have said Yellow Tail is not game. 
Let this be said no mere. What is it, if not 
conrage, that mads him win? It is true be was 
tiring. Does not that make him more worthy 
of honor? He exerted every effort to stick to 
the end. Did Advance Guard or Erode do 
more? 

It is the meeting of such borsea that gave to 
racing the name “the sport of kings ” It is well 
that it ia possible to have them now and theu 
that the title may not be forgotten. 

There were many people who went to Oak- 
land just to tee that race. They did not bet on 
it, for a wager would have made them eager for 
their horse to win to that they might be finan- 
cially benefitted. When such a race is on bet- 
ting does not lend to the spsetator’s pleasure : 
it merely adds to his anxiety. 

But the most of the people did bet. The 
bookmakers in the ring were busier than they 
have been for many a day. Every box was sur- 
rounded by a pushing, jostling crowd of excited 
bettors, eager to get the beat prices offered; and 
although Yellow Tail did not open favorite be 
went to the post first choice; and ft was the S2 
bettors who were responsible for that. An im- 
mense volume of money changed hands. In 
such a race, when every horse ia freely backed, 
it takes a tremendous quantity of coin to ham- 
mer a price from 2 to 1 to 8 to 5: yet thatia 
what happened to Yellow Tail. Advance Guard 
was always better liked than Brode, which was 
the outsider, though 11 to 5 was quoted against 
him. 

And now for the race. 

Starter Ferguson was on bis mettle. He 
would have liked to send the three colts away 
nose to noee, but the jockeys were eager for an 
advantage. Bums kept Brode on bis toes, and 
there was not a single opportunity of sending 
the field away when he would not have had 
the best of it. Spencer was just as determined 
as Burns to get away well. He knew the enor- 
mous advantage that lay in getting his horse 
first round the turn. 

When they were sent away Brode was in 
front by a neck. Both be and Yellow Tail are 
marvelously agile at the post, while Guard is 
inclined to bs lazy and sluggish. This made it 
seem as though the Shields colt was off over a 
length behind the others, when in reality the 
two merely out-broke him. 

Spencer was off well enough not to lose -the 
rail. They went around the first turn a good 
deal slower than on Thursday, the quarter pole 
being reached in a little better than 25 seconds. 

When they were straightened away Spencer 
increased the pace a bit. He bad received no 
detlnite instructions. 

“Yon know the horse; ride him the way you 
want to,” was what Mr. Foster, who trains the 
colt, said to the “Iceman,” and it was the best 
thing he could have said. Spencer is a horse- 
man. He follows orders to the letter, but his 
judgment is so superb that it ia foolish to ham- 
per him with them. Mounted on Yellow Tail 
he was the one to decide how the race was to 
be run. 

He knew the other boys would never try to 
outrun a horse with Yellow Tail’s speed. He 
knew, too, if be could set a slow pace tie first 
part, his colt would be the better prepared to 
stand a hard drive through the stretch. So be 
kept Yellow Tail well in hand up the back- 
stretch, and ambled along a length or two in 
front. 

At the half, Brode, closely followed by Ad- 
vance Guard, was within a length of him. 

“Where is Yellow Tail’s speed?” queried the 
intent spectators. Jnst then Spencer let out
